REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This is an Examiner's statement of reason for allowance. 

2. Regarding the claimed terms, the Examiner notes that a "general term must be 
understood in the context in which the inventor presents it." In re Glaug 283 F.3d 1335, 
1340, 62 USPQ2d 1151, 1154 (Fed. Cir. 2002). Therefore the Examiner must interpret 
the claimed terms as found on pages 1-17 of the specification. Clearly almost all the 
general terms in the claims may have multiple meanings. So where a claim term "is 
susceptible to various meanings, ... the inventor's lexicography must prevail . . . ." Id. 
Using these definitions for the claims, the claimed invention was not reasonably found in 
the prior art. 

3. The closest prior art Schmid (U.S. PG Pub 2002/0029188 A1) which discloses a 
computerized system for negotiating loans on behalf of a borrower collects data on a 
desired loan transaction on electronic form. JP2009/087310A, Higuchi, Kazumi 
discloses a method for purchasing insurance. However, neither Schmid nor Higuchi 
singularly or in combination discloses the recited feature: 

4. As per claims 1,14, 29, 41 and 44 "receiving an indication that said purchaser 
accepts said offer, and in response to said receiving: conducting a search for said 
improved terms within said specified time, and receiving said improved terms within said 
specified time, and initiating a purchase of said product or service on behalf of said 
purchaser according to said improved terms".
